As well might 
the President of.the United States have ta- 
ken up the official reports of Generals Eu- 
stis and Clinch, and Col. Lindsay, with the 
letter of General Scott, of April 12, 1836, 
and upon them have based an_ opinion “that 
Major Gen. Scott was zealous and indefati- 
gable in the discharge of his duties, and 
that his plan of campaign was well devised, 
and prosecuted with such energy, steadi- 
ness, and ability,” as to have sent Maj. Gen. 
Macomb to Frederick, at an expense of 
thousands to the nation, to report in due 
form thereupon.
